Animal cruelty charges 
lodged against couple

Deputy Sheriff Anthony 
Gullett arrested two people on 
Monday after following up on an 
animal cruelty complaint at an 
eastern Morgan County farm. 

Gullett said Herbert A. Kirby, 
62, and his wife, Mary A. Kirby, 
48, of 21273 Hwy. 172, were 
charged with second degree cru- 
elty to animals after a bypasser 
reported seeing several malnour- 
ished horses and dogs on the 
Kirby farm. 

“This case involves 12 horses 
and eight dogs,” Gullett said. “All 
of the animals were malnour- 
ished. The dogs had severe cases 
of mange, and most of their hair 
had fallen out. This is one of the 
worst instances of animal cruelty 
that I have ever seen in Morgan 
County.” 



Gullett, who is working 
closely with local veterinarians 
Drs. Ralph Adams, David Fugate 
and E. Edward Ward, said one 
horse died at the scene, and that 
most of the dogs would likely 
have to be euthanized due to con- 
tagious illness. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture and Kentucky Horse 
Council are assisting the sheriff’s 
department with placement of the 
remaining horses, which lacked 
adequate shelter, water and food 
supplies. 

Gullett noted that unrelated 
animal cruelty complaints were 
previously filed against the 
Kirbys in recent years. 

The couple is currently lodged 
in the Rowan County and Carter 
County detention centers.

Family members said last 
week that doctors believe they 
have been successful in saving 
PFC. Miller’s leg and are hope- 
ful that his foot can also be saved. 

Miller was stationed with his 
company in Abu Ghrad in Iraq 
when he was wounded.

The fol- 
lowing is a list of questions and 
answers prepared by the Board of 
Education to help clarify some of 
these questions. 

Q. What is a tardy? 

A. A student who misses sixty 
(60) minutes or less of the regu- 
larly scheduled school day. 702 
KAR 7:125(8)(2) 

Scenario: A student is 30 min- 
utes late on Monday and present 
for the rest of the day. The stu- 
dent will receive a Tardy. 

Q. Do days tardy accumulate? 

A. No. Students must miss 
more than 60 minutes for the ab- 
sence to accumulate. 

Q. When do absences accumu- 
late? 

A. Students must miss more 
than 60 minutes for the absence 
to accumulate. All students miss- 
ing any portion of the day will 
have that exact portion tracked as 
percentage absent. 

Q. What is a Percentage of the 
Day Absent? 

A. The portion of the day a 
student misses in excess of 60 
minutes during the regularly 
scheduled school day is the Per- 
centage of the Day Absent. (Per- 
centage of the Day 
Absent=Number of minutes 
missed divided by number of 
minut3es in the regularly sched- 
uled school day). 

Scenario: On Tuesday, the 
same student misses 120 of 300 
minutes. An Event is assigned 
using the appropriate local code 
based on anything over 60 min- 
utes. On the student’s attendance 
record for Tuesday, a 40 for the 
percentage is displayed (120 is 
40% of 300). 

Q. What is an absence Event? 

A. an Event occurs when a stu- 
dent is absent for more than 60 
minutes of their day. 

Scenario: On Wednesday, the 
same student does not come to 
school. An event is assigned us- 
ing the appropriate local code. On 
the student’s attendance record 
for Wednesday, a * is displayed 
for the percentage (* equals 
100% or absent all day). 

Q. What would be the 
student’s attendance for the week 
in the above scenario? 

A. For the week, the student 
has 1 Tardy, 2 Events, and 1.40 
absences. 

Q. What is the policy on Sign- 
ing Students In and Out? 



A. Students must remain at 
school at all times, including the 
lunch period. When a student 
leaves school property, he/she 
must be signed out, in person, by 
a custodial parent, legal guard- 
ian, or one of the designated per- 
sons listed on the Student Emer- 
gency Dismissal Permission 
Form. Phone calls to ask for dis- 
missal of a student will not be 
accepted. School officials may 
ask for identification of persons 
signing students out and will 
refuse to release a child if the 
person is not listed on the permis- 
sion form. Students who leave 
school property without being 
properly signed out are subject to 
disciplinary action, including no- 
tification of law enforcement of- 
ficials. When a student returns to 
school after being signed out or 
arrives late in the morning, he/ 
she must be signed in, in person, 
by a custodial parent, legal 
guardian, one of the designated 
persons listed on the Student 
Emergency Dismissal Permis- 
sion Form, or a school employee. 
Students who arrive late or leave 
early are counted as tardy, absent 
a percentage of the day, or full 
day absent based on the time of 
arrival or departure. Parents 
should come to the school and 
update the Early Dismissal per- 
mission Form during the year as 
needed. 

Q. What is a truant? 

A. A student who has been 
absent from school without a 
valid excuse for three (3) or more 
days, or tardy without a valid ex- 
cuse on three (3) or more days is 
a truant. 

Q. What is a habitual truant? 

A. A student who has been re- 
ported as truant two (2) or more 
times is a habitual truant. 

The beginning and ending 
times for each school are as fol- 
lows: 

• East Valley Elementary, day 
begins at 7:50 a.m., ends at 3:15 
p.m. 

• Ezel Elementary, day begins 
at 7:50 a.m., ends at 3:10 p.m. 

• Morgan Central Elementary, 
day begins at 7:50 a.m., ends at 
3:00 p.m. 

• West Liberty Elementary, 
day begins at 7:50 a.m., ends at 
3:10 p.m. 

• Morgan County High 
School, day begins at 7:50 a.m., 
ends at 3:05 p.m. 

• Morgan County Middle 
School, day begins at 7:45 a.m., 
ends at 2:55 p.m.

Heating homes and businesses 
this winter is likely to cost more 
as a result of higher energy prices, 
particularly for natural gas, the 
Kentucky Public Service Com- 
mission (PSC) says. 

“Natural gas prices this sum- 
mer have hit levels not seen since 
the fall of 2005, when supplies 
were disrupted by hurricanes 
Katrina and Rita,” PSC Chairman 
David Armstrong said. “Al- 
though prices have fallen in re- 
cent weeks, it still seems likely 
that heating costs this winter will 
be higher than in the last two 
years. 

“Now is the time to prepare for 
the heating season by weatheriz- 
ing your home. A little bit of 
caulking or insulation now can 
make a big difference when cold 
weather arrives.” 

Armstrong also urged con- 
sumers to sign up for budget bill- 
ing plans, which spread winter 
heating costs over a 12-month 
period. Consumers who think 
they might qualify for home heat- 
ing assistance programs should 
begin gathering information 
about the application process, he 
said. 

Natural gas prices generally 
are driven by supply and demand. 
They have been moving higher 
since 2003, with most of the in- 
crease due to rising demand that 
has strained the ability of produc- 
ers to keep pace. 

However, the steep increases 
seen this summer do not appear 
to be related to market imbal- 
ances. Rather, according to many 
analysts, they are a result of the 
flow of investment dollars into 
commodity markets, which has 
driven up prices. 

By federal law, natural gas 
prices are not regulated at the 



Battle of Richmond 
re-enactment is set 
for August 23-24 

The premier Civil War event 
this August is the Battle of Rich- 
mond Seventh Annual Civil War 
re-enactment on Saturday, Aug. 
23, and Sunday, Aug. 24. 

This year’s event will again be 
held at Richmond’s Battlefield 
Park just south of Richmond on 
U.S. 421 (Battlefield Memorial

wholesale level and fluctuate 
with market conditions. Under 
Kentucky law, gas companies are 
entitled to recover the wholesale 
cost of gas delivered to custom- 
ers, including the fees they pay 
to interstate pipelines to transport 
the gas to their retail distribution 
systems. Companies are not al- 
lowed to earn a profit on their gas 
costs. The companies’ gas cost 
adjustments are reviewed by the 
KPSC to make sure they accu- 
rately reflect the wholesale cost 
of gas. 

The wholesale cost of natural 
gas accounts for about three- 
fourths of a typical consumer’s 
winter bill. 

The most recent wholesale gas 
cost adjustments filed by 
Kentucky’s five major natural gas 
distribution companies reflect the 
situation in the national natural 
gas market. They are, on average, 
65 percent higher than a year ago. 

Three of the five companies - 
Atmos Energy, Delta Natural Gas 
Co. Inc. and Louisville Gas and 
Electric Co. - filed their highest 
gas cost adjustments ever last 
month. Gas cost adjustments for 
Columbia Gas of Kentucky Inc. 
and Duke Energy Kentucky are 
at near-record levels. 

All of the companies will be 
adjusting their wholesale costs 
again prior to the start of the win- 
ter heating season. Those adjust- 
ments will take into account fur- 
ther changes in wholesale prices 
for natural gas. 

“While the high prices now 
are certainly cause for concern, 
they are coming at a time when 
most consumers are using rela- 
tively little natural gas,” PSC 
Chairman Armstrong said. “If 
prices continue their current 
trend, the situation could improve

About half of the natural gas 
used for winter hating is put into 
storage in the summer. In the past, 
gas was less expensive in the 
summer and helped offset higher 
gas prices in the winter. Due to 
national demand for gas for elec- 
tric generation, especially in the 
summer, that is no longer the 
case. 

Even though prices have 
fallen sharply in recent weeks, a 
portion of the gas put into stor- 
age this summer was bought prior 
to the decline. The cost of that gas 
will be reflected in heating bills 
this winter. 

The overall cost of natural gas 
this winter will be determined by 
the cost of gas withdrawn from 
storage combined with the cost of 
gas purchased by the distribution 
companies during the heating 
season. 

The five major natural gas dis- 
tribution companies service a to- 
tal of more than 750,000 custom- 
ers in Kentucky. About 44 percent 
of Kentuckians heat their homes 
with natural gas. Those who heat 
with propane (10 percent) and 
fuel oil (3 percent) also will pay 
substantially more than a year 
ago. The cost of heating with 
electricity also will be somewhat 
higher due to higher prices for 
coal, which is used to generate 
nearly all of Kentucky’s electric 
power. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for administra- 
tive purposes to the Energy and 
Environment Cabinet. It regu- 
lates more than 1,500 gas, water, 
sewer, electric and telecommuni- 
cation utilities operating in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and 
has approximately 100 employ- 
ees.

Atherosclerosis and Diabetes 




Diabetes is a risk factor for atherosclerosis-a condition in which fat and cholesterol build up and 
form plaque , narrowing the arteries. The condition is quite common among people with diabetes. 
Researchers studying the link between diabetes and atherosclerosis have found that diabetes 
increases inflammation in the blood vessels and slows the flow of blood, leading to faster build up of 
plaque in the arteries. Some risk factors for atherosclerosis have been linked to diabetes as well, 
including sedentary lifestyle, stress, high low-density lipoprotein cholesterol, low high-density 
lipoprotein cholesterol, high blood pressure and obesity 



It is important to note that atherosclerosis is an especially 
serious condition for people with diabetes, and all patients 
should be counseled on its prevention. Individuals with dia- 
betes have a twofold risk of having a myocardial infarction or 
stroke; cardiovascular disease is the cause of death in nearly 
75% of people with diabetes. 

Talking to Patients 

When explaining atherosclerosis to patients, it may be helpful 
to use the analogy of pipes that run through a house. With time 
and lack of care, the pipes begin to get a sticky buildup that caus- 
es clogs or blockages, making it harder for water to flow-through. 

Patients should be advised that there are certain steps they 
take to reduce their chances of developing atherosclerosis and 



to help keep their "pipes clean." Although some risk factors 
for atherosclerosis cannot be prevented, such as heredity and 
age, certain risks can be mitigated. Patients should be advised 
to adhere to the following lifestyle changes: 

• Avoid all tobacco use, including cigarettes, cigars, snuff 
and chewing tobacco 

• Treat high blood pressure 

• Maintain a healthy body weight 

• Follow an exercise regimen 

• Maintain tight control of blood glucose 

• Eat a healthy diet high in fruits, vegetables, whole grains 
and fiber, and low in fat, processed foods and red meat

Wal-Mart tells workers that unions could 
make life harder for them if Democrats win 



Aug. 1 — Wal-Mart, which 
has most of its stores in rural ar- 
eas and small towns, and no 
unionized workplaces, is warn- 
ing its employees “that if Demo- 
crats win power in November, 
they’ll likely change federal law 
to make it easier for workers to 
unionize companies — including 
Wal-Mart,” The Wall Street Jour- 
nal reports. 

After interviewing employees 
from seven states who attended 
mandatory company meetings on 
the subject, Ann Zimmerman and 
Kris Maher report, “Wal-Mart 
executives claim that employees 
at unionized stores would have 
to pay hefty union dues while 
getting nothing in return, and 
may have to go on strike with- 
out compensation. Also, union- 
ization could mean fewer jobs as 
labor costs rise.” 

Wal-Mart executives stay 
within the law by not specifically 
telling hourly-wage employees 
how to vote, “but make it clear 
that voting for Democratic presi- 
dential hopeful Sen. Barack 
Obama would be tantamount to 
inviting unions in,” the Journal 
reports. A Wal-Mart customer- 
service supervisor from Missouri 
told the newspaper, “I am not a 
stupid person. They were telling 
me how to vote.” 

The main issue is the pro- 
posed “card check” law, titled the 
Employee Free Choice Act, 
which would allow workplaces 
to be organized through a major- 
ity of employees’ signatures on 
union cards rather than a secret- 
ballot election on representation. 
“It is far easier for unions to get 
workers to sign cards because the 
organizers can approach workers 
repeatedly, over a period of 
weeks or months, until the union 
garners enough support,” the 
Journal notes. 

Wal-Mart is telling employees 
that Congress would pass and 
Obama would sign such a law. 
Other opponents with undis- 
closed funding sources are run- 
ning TV commercials against the 
idea and Democratic candudates 
who support it, saying it would 
subject employees to intimida- 
tion. Unions say it would protect 
workers from intimidation by 
employers. “Unions consider the 
Employee Free Choice Act as 
vital to the survival of the labor 



movement,” Zimmerman and 
Maher report. 

No Wal-Mart employees are 
represented by unions. When the 
United Food and Commercial 
Workers organized a small group 
of Wal-Mart butchers in Texas in 
2000, “the company phased out 



butchers in all of its stores and 
began stocking prepackaged 
meat,” the Journal notes. “When 
a store in Canada voted to union- 
ize several years ago, the com- 
pany closed the store, saying it 
had been unprofitable for years.”

Family sues Louisa trucking co. 
for alleged catastrophic injuries

LOUISA - According to a 
civil action recently filed in the 
Lawrence Circuit Court, a Louisa 
family has alleged that “cata- 
strophic” injuries were sustained 
by one family member and seri- 
ous injuries were sustained by 
another as a result of a crash 
caused by a speeding coal truck, 
and in an unusual allegation, the 
suit, filed by Kirk Law Firm, 
claims that, because the truck 
driver had been cited for speed- 
ing on “four previous occasions,” 
had been “warned by the Divi- 
sion of Driver Licensing,” had 
been sent to traffic school “nu- 
merous times,” and that he had 
“been involved in four accidents 
since 2001, including three in- 
volving commercial motor ve- 
hicles,” that the company that 
owned the truck was “negligent” 
in hiring and “retaining” this 
driver. 

“Sadly, this is one more, tragic 
example of excessie speed,” John 
Kirk, counsel for the plaintiffs 
said. “All of us co-exist with 
loaded coal trucks on the roads 
upon which we and our families 
travel. Unfortunately, because 
the coal must be transported to 
Catlettsburg as soon as possible 
if the drivers and truck owners 
are to make any money, all of us 
know just how it is out there 645 
and 23.” 

The case was filed by Carol 
Brown and Misty Brown, her 
daughter, who were, they allege, 
injured when their vehicle (a 



compact shown in adjoining 
photo) was struck by a speeding 
coal truck operated by James D. 
Scott and owned by Todd Case 
Trucking, both of Louisa, follow- 
ing the July 23 accident on 645 
in Lawrence County. The loaded 
tractor-trailer allegedly weighed 
128,000 pounds. 

“Carol’s life has been changed 
forever,” Kirk said. “She has a 
very severe head injury which 
causes, among other things, very 
diminished eyesight for which 
surgery has or will be done. Her 
medical bills could exceed $1 
million.” 

According to the complaint, 
the plaintiffs “had entered into the 
median... and were completely 
clear of the right-hand lane” in 
whihc, allegedly, the coal truck 
was traveling. The truck was, it 



is alleged, “traveling at an exces- 
sive speed” and that the driver 
“slammed on his brakes” but that 
“only one set of brakes caught” 
which, the complaint alleges, 
caused the coal truck to “pull to 
the left... directly into the plain- 
tiffs.” 

The driver and trucking com- 
pany “had to duty to inspect and 
repair” the truck, it is alleged, and 
that the accident was also caused 
by the break defect. 

The Browns seek a jury trial, 
damages for medical needs, for 
pain and suffering, for lost wages 
and for loss of consortium for 
John Brown, father of Misty 
Brown and husband of Carol 
Brown. Carol Brown is the 
former Carol Lynn Simpkins, of 
Martin County.

Lone star ticks becoming more 
common in Eastern Kentucky 



The lone star tick is an impor- 
tant pest of humans, pets and 
wildlife in western and southern 
Kentucky and is becoming more 
common in central and eastern 
counties. The species gets its 
common name from a distinct 
white spot on the back of the adult 
female. Adult males do not have 
this spot, instead they have place 
lacy white markings on the rear 
edge of the back. Each of the three 
active stages (larva, nymph and 
adult) will feed on humans from 
spring to fall. Lone star ticks have 
long mouthparts which can pen- 
etrate deeply into the skin, mak- 
ing them difficult to remove. Tick 
bites can be very irritating and the 
bite site may become infected if 
it is scratched frequently and con- 
taminated. 

Based on specimens sent to the 
Insect Identification Labs at Lex- 
ington and Princeton, lone star 
ticks are most active in Kentucky 
from April through September. 
Most larvae and nymphs, the 
smaller stages of the tick, are re- 
ceived during this time. Female 
ticks lay large numbers of eggs 
in a mass. Severe infestations oc- 
cur when someone moves 
through or lingers in an area 
where hundreds of freckle- sized 
hungry larvae (seed ticks) are 
waiting for a meal. 

The lone star tick is not known 
to carry Lyme Disease but its as- 
sociations with a condition called 
Southern Tick Associated Rash 
Illness (STARI) and human 
ehrlichiosis are being investi- 
gated. As a precaution, report any 
flu-like symptoms within two 



weeks of a bite or known expo- 
sure to any tick to your physician. 
Ticks can be preserved for iden- 
tification in a small jar contain- 
ing rubbing alcohol. There are no 
agencies in Kentucky that test 
ticks for diseases. 

Lyme Disease 

The lone star tick and the 
American dog ticks are the most 
common species found on hu- 
mans in Kentucky; neither is 
known to transmit Lyme Disease. 
The blacklegged tick, vector of 
Lyme Disease in the United 
States, is not known to be estab- 
lished in Kentucky. 

Southern Tick Associated 
Rash Illness (STARI) 

A rash similar to that seen with 
Lyme disease has been seen in 
some people bitten by the lone 
star tick. The red rash is an ex- 
panding “bullseye” that develops 
around the site of the bite. It usu- 
ally appears within seven days 
and can expand to a diameter of 
about three inches. There also 
may be fever, headache, muscle 
and joint pain and a feeling of 
“being tired.” The cause of 
STARI is not known but it re- 
sponds to treatment with oral an- 
tibiotics. Physicians seeing pa- 
tients with a recent lone star tick 
bite and an expanding rash that 
reaches a diameter of at least two 
inches are encouraged to call the 
Centers for Disease Control at 
970-221-6400 for more informa- 
tion. 

Human Ehrlichiosis 

The disease occurs primarily 
in the southeastern and central re- 



gions of the country and is pri- 
marily transmitted by the lone 
star tick. Initial symptoms, which 
appear about five to 10 days af- 
ter being bitten by an infective 
tick, generally include fever, 
headache, malaise and muscle 
aches. Other signs and symptoms 
may include nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhea, cough joint paints, con- 
fusion and occasionally rash. 
Many infected persons may de- 
velop and illness that is so mild 
that they have no symptoms or do 
not seek medical attention. Ac- 
cording to information from the 
Kentucky Department of Public 
Health, six or fewer cases have 
been reported from the state since 
1991. 

Personal Protection 

Here are some things to do to 
reduce the possibility of being 
bitten by ticks when in infested 
areas: 

• Wear light-colored clothing 
so ticks can be seen easily. 

• Tuck pants into socks and 
shirt into pants to keep ticks from 
reaching your skin. 

• Avoid or minimize time in 
tick habitats. 

• Use personal protection re- 
pellents (DEET or picaridin) or 
premethrin-based clothing 
sprays. 

• Inspect your clothing and 
body regularly and remove ticks, 
especially at the end of the day. 

• Take a warm soapy shower 
after potential tick exposure. 

• Wash clothing in hot water 
and detergent - store in sealed 
bag until it is washed.

five regional campuses. There is 
still time to sign up for classes. 

Registration for the semester 
is available online at MSU’s Web 
site (www.moreheadstate.edu). 
Students may view course offer- 
ings and complete the registra- 
tion process through the Datatel 
WebAdvisor. 

It may be accessed from the 
MSU home page’s current stu- 
dent link, then by selecting online 
services and finally WebAdvisor 
from the Quick Login drop-down 
box. Classes for the fall term will 
be offered from Aug. 18 through 
Dec. 12. 

For those not yet enrolled who 
are considering attending MSU, 
there is still time to submit an ap- 
plication. Prospective students 
may call the Office of Enrollment 
Services at (606) 783-2000 or 
(800) 585-6781 opt#l for admis- 
sions assistance. 

Prospective students can com- 
plete the online application and 
pay a $30 fee in one visit to the 
Web site. Students choosing to 
submit a paper application may 
submit the application fee by 
check or money order. 

Account balances are due in 
full one week prior to the start of 
class for each semester being at- 
tended. Although MSU no longer 
offers a deferred payment plan, 
students may take advantage of 
a different option to pay their bill 
at a later date, while at the same 
time, confirming that they will be 
attending classes. 

If any student is unable to pay 
his or her full balance prior to the 
deadline, he or she may complete 
an online Statement of Intent, 
which explains payment require- 
ments. The online statement must 
be completed by set deadlines to 
prevent a student’s class sched- 
ule from being canceled. This 
also applies to any student who 
receives financial aid or scholar- 
ships, or whose college expenses 
are being paid by an outside 
agency. 

Students may access the State- 
ment of Intent via WebAdvisor. 

The pay-in-full or Statement 
of Intent deadline for the fall is 
Monday, Aug. 11.

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Pulley Dismissed 
From Team 

Any quarterback controversy 
that may have existed at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky has now 
gone by the boards. On Tuesday, 
Mike Hartline won the job by 
default with the news that Rich 
Brooks had dismissed Curtis Pul- 
ley from the team. 

“I had hoped this wouldn’t be 
the way that the starting quarter- 
back would be named,” Brooks 
said on Tuesday afternoon. “I 
would have rather done it on the 
field and without controversy.” 

The dismissal comes after 
Pulley’s second brush with the 
law in as many months. Pulley 
was arrested on traffic charges 
last month in Hardin County, 
which was followed by a guilty 
plea in district court. In June, he 
also received a citation in Louis- 
ville for marijuana possession. 
Brooks learned of both offenses 
while attending SEC media days 
in Birmingham. 

The UK coach originally said 
Pulley would miss playing time 
because of legal troubles, but still 
had a chance to be the Wildcats’ 
starting quarterback. But Brooks 
changed his mind on Tuesday af- 
ter receiving more details on 
Pulley’s misdeeds. 

“I’m in the business of taking 
a young man and building him 
into a responsible young man, 
and obviously I feel like I’ve 
failed in this situation,” Brooks 
said. “Sometimes for the good of 
the whole, some parts have to be 
sacrificed.” 

Hartline and Pulley were 
thought to be in a dead-heat for 
the starting job, with Will Fidler 
tabbed as the third- string QB. 
Fidler was arrested last month on 
a disorderly conduct charge for 
an incident outside a Lexington 
business. 

Hartline, who roomed with 
Pulley in the spring, was notice- 
ably upset with the dismissal. 

“Everybody wanted Curtis on 
the team,” Hartline said. “I knew 
he was going to get into playing 
time troubles, but you don’t ex- 
pect this to happen.” 

Pulley’s time at UK has been 
anything but predictable. Two 
years ago, he left school after los- 
ing the quarterback battle with 
Andre Woodson. Pulley returned 
last fall and played well in the 
spring game, even leading his 
team on a long scoring drive. 
Brooks said he would help Pul- 
ley find another school seeing 
that he still has two years of eli- 
gibility remaining.

Other than the 90-plus degree 
heat, all is well with Coach Jake 
Purnell and the Morgan County 
football team. Early this week, 
the Cougars dressed 37 players 
with five others having excused 
absences from practice. The 
quick math puts the player count 
at over 40. And the coach hopes 
that’s only the beginning. 

“When school gets started 
we’re confident our numbers will 
continue to improve,” Purnell 
said on Monday. “I’ll have bus 
duty and one of my assistants 
will be guarding the gym doors. 
We’ll make sure that every avail- 
able and able kid is headed to 
football practice.” 

With good numbers, Purnell 
is seeing his offense take shape. 
Sophomore Mason Williams 
(6’3”. 180 lbs.)will likely anchor 
the offensive line at center. 
Purnell also likes what he sees 
in Patrick Oldham (6’ 1”, 230 



lbs.) and freshman Dustin 
Brewer (6’1”, 180 lbs.). 

The backfield continues to 
impress with a three-back of- 
fense to run the Wing-T. Bran- 
don Havens and Ryan Flannery 
should start at halfback, while 
Brandon Ward gets the call at 



fullback. 

“Brandon (Ward) will get the 
ball about a third of the time,” 
said Purnell. “Havens is a smart 
kid with pure speed and is not 
afraid to block. Flannery is ag- 
gressive and does a great job 
blocking as well. Both of these 
kids are such winners. Regard- 
less of what they’re doing, their 
objective is to beat you. I love 
that kind of attitude.” 

Purnell has been pleasantly 
surprised with the play of Kerrick 
Kidd. While the freshman run- 
ning back doesn’t possess the 
speed of Flannery or Havens, 
he’s a power runner who’s not 
afraid to sacrifice his body. 

“Kerrick runs the offense the 
way it’s supposed to be run,” 
Purnell said. “He probably 
doesn’t weigh 150 pounds soak- 
ing wet, but he hits the hole 
harder than anybody. He’ll get 
you four or five yards on any 
given carry. Kerrick ’s time on 
varsity may be limited, but he’ll 
be the feature back on the JV 
team.” 

The quarterback position is 
Jared Curd’s to lose — and that’s 
not happening anytime soon. 
Purnell insists the team rule in 
practice is that Curd is not al- 
lowed to get hurt. 

“Jared’s passing skills have 
grown by leaps and bounds just 
in the last two weeks,” Purnell 
said. “His intermediate and short 
balls are right on the money ev- 
ery time. Coach (Polo) Easterling 
understands what I need from 
Jared and has really helped him 
develop physically.”

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Black shank cases increase 
on hurley tobacco plants 



In the last few weeks, in- 
stances of black shank on hurley 
tobacco have been on the rise. 
Those numbers could increase as 
the summer wears on, said Kenny 
Seebold, extension plant patholo- 
gist with the University of Ken- 
tucky College of Agriculture. 

Black shank is the biggest an- 
nual threat to tobacco fields in the 
state. It is caused by a pathogen 
that produces spores, which are 
attracted to the roots and stalk of 
the plant. The pathogen invades 
the roots and stem of tobacco, 
producing dark brown to black 
lesions. Infected plants will be- 
come yellow and wilt before dy- 
ing. Since there is no way to com- 
pletely eliminate the black shank 
pathogen once it is in a field, pro- 
ducers must carefully manage the 
field each year to prevent future 
outbreaks. 

The black shank pathogen is 
most active during warm, moist 
weather. Wet weather this spring 
provided ideal conditions for its 
spread, and the wet conditions 
may continue. 

“We should have another 
month of good rain,” said Keys 
Arnold, staff meteorologist with 
the UK College of Agriculture. 
“Then it should dry off around the 
middle of August, and we should 
return to normal rainfall 
amounts.” 

Dry weather exacerbates black 
shank damage. While it does not 
look like there will be a drought 
this year, its symptoms could be- 
come more noticeable if the 



weather does dry out some in 
August. 

Since the disease is an annual 
problem for tobacco producers, 
many varieties were developed to 
provide moderate to above-aver- 
age protection from the disease. 
While many producers use these 
resistant varieties, black shank 
still occurs in some plants. 

“Even though it is resistant, it 
is not immune,” Seebold said, 
adding that the disease could be a 
result of a lack of crop rotation 
and poor sanitation methods. 

Producers who are unsure 
weather they have black shank 
should take a soil sample to the 
Morgan County extension office 
located at 110 Court St.. County 
Extension Agent for Agriculture 
Sarah Fannin-Holliday will send 
it to the UK Plant Disease Diag- 
nostic Laboratory for evaluation. 
Black shank can often be con- 
fused with Fusarium wilt, which 
does not produce the yield loss 
that can result from black shank. 

Producers who find black 
shank on their plants should con- 
sider the plant variety, maturity 
level and extent of damage before 
deciding to apply a fungicide. The 
fungicide, Ridomil Gold, works 
best when applied to varieties that 
are moderately resistant. It should 
be applied directly to the soil, 
which may be hard to do for fully 
developed tobacco. 

“The later you wait, the less 
successful you are going to be,” 
Seebold said. 



Extension Council

County Extension Agent for 
Agriculture Sarah Fannin- 
Holliday attributes the return of 
many gardens to several factors 
including rising food costs and 
concerns about food safety. Ac- 
cording to Fannin-Holliday, one 
tomato plant can produce roughly 
$35 in produce. Additional ben- 
efits of gardening include exer- 
cise, healthier eating and an op- 
portunity for increased family 
time. 

Categories for the contest in- 
clude vegetable garden, herb gar- 
den, floral garden and container 
gardens. There will also be cat- 
egories for youth and for unique 
garden practices such as growing 
tomatoes upside down or straw- 
berries in a pallet. 

First place winners will re- 
ceive $50 and a gardening gift 
basket with items donated by 
Oldfield’s and Wrigley 7-711. All 
entries will receive an Extension 
goody bag complete with garden- 
ing and preserving guides. 

Entries will be judged on size 
of garden, number of varieties, 
insect and disease control, pro- 
duction volume, and overall qual- 
ity. Although some gardens may 
be declining to the lateness of the 
season, gardeners are encouraged 
to still enter the contest. 

To register for the contest, 
contact the Morgan County Ex- 
tension Service at 743-3292 by 
Friday, Aug. 8. Judging will be 
the week of August 11th and the 
winners will be announced dur- 
ing county fair activities.
